Mr. Sherman's Keport to the Senate on tha
Jnances (published Weddwsiday) is remarkably
Rispassionate wnd luminons, We dissent only
from its apparent concussion that the attempt
to make the Five-twenties pasable lo greon-
backs has some ghndow of reason—or at lenst
of pun;ihﬂity—nn ita side. To our mind
the project s one of naked, unmitigated
rnzoality. For gurely, elther we swindled the
bondholders when we coaxed and entrested
them to lend the Governmuent their money, on
the assurance that thoss bonds were payable
and wonld be paid in gold, or they would
gwindle them now who propode to pay them in
depreciated paper. Kuoowing well that we
did not mtentiopally cheat, we cannot escaps
the alternative, For, not only have three
puocessive Becreties of the Treasnry—Chass,
Yessenden, and MoCo looh—oflicially de-
olared those bonds payuble, principal as tyell
as interest, in gﬂhl-—hu! only did the (rovern-
ment's autborized, aeoradited, advertised, paid
agenta for the enle of the bonds sesk and
gecure purchasers nunder like asanrauces,
many times reiterated—not only was thers no
disavowal of, or dissent from, thess
assurances  when they were given, and
when dissent would have operiated as a onu-
tion—but Mr, Thaddeus Stevens, who reported

the bills as Chairman of the Hoase Committes |

of Ways and Meavs, assumed as npguestion-
able, in advoostivg the passage of the Legal-
tender act, that the prinvipal us well as inter-
est of those bonds was payable in coin. (See
Seoretary MoCullooh’s unchallenged citations
from his gpeeches). We give no quarter,
therefors, to thoss who would repudiate the
plighted faith of the republic, and regret that
the Committes has given any. It is just as
notorivus that the Londs were taken under a
well-grounded expectation that they would be
paid in gold, aud would not have besn taken
otherwise, as that they were taken at all.
And any attempt to repadinte the obligation
thns inourred I8 not werely a gigantio villiany,
but It s so inconceivably silly and suioidal—in
view of the fact that we have vast debts to
fund, vast loans, nearly matored, to renew—
that we regard the conntenance given to it by
men 8o able and loyal as Messrs. Stevens and
Butler with nospeakable amszement. We
might comprehend this if rascality were its
only characteristio; bat we are utterly damb-
founded in view of its folly. And we eannot
help regreting that the Committee, while dis-
genting from it, has dealt with it so gingerly.

Nor can we assent without gualification to
the Committee’'s averment that *‘the rapidity
of the process''—that is, of the return to
specie Ipnyments—"is a question of publio
polioy.” We hold it a question rather of
national ability. There s neither dishonesty
nor disgrace in inability to pay an honest
debt, provided that inability is nowise the fault
of the debtor. But the man who owes an
honest debt, fully doe, and responds to his
creditor's dvmand of payment that he has
considered the matter fally and decided that it
would be bad policy to pay at present, is not
honest, He I8 morally bound either to pay
his past-due debt on demand, or to show that
he is unable to pay it, though he has sarned
and saved to the extent ot his ability.

Asg to the Committtee’s suggestion thal *the
time is not distant’’ when the Legal-tender
aot may properly be repealed, we have only to
say that this is taking hold at the wrong end.
Make greenbacks equal to gold by resump-
tion, and the Legal-tender act will harm
nobody. Make every greenback a troe and
no longer a false promiss, and what impor-
tance can attach to repeal of the Legal-tender
act? What good end will be subserved by it?

We like the Committee’s snggestion that
our various loans shall be gradually converted
into one six per cent. loau, principal aud in-
terest payable in coin, whereof one per cent.
shall be reserved as taxes, whereol one-half
the proceeds shall be distributed among the
States in the ratio of their population, re-
spectively, This will be especinlly generons
to those States whose citizens are not holders
of Government securities to any considerable
extent; but we trust the Eastern States,
wherein these bLonds are mainly held, will
heartily assent it. Let us shame, if they can
be shamed, those Western demagogues who
ars ever seeking to excite [ealonsy and hosti-
lity bétween their seotion and ours. 1f this

lan shonld be adopted, there will zooun be &
Arge revenus gooruing from this source to the
States, which will enable them to lighten their
taxes and extinguish their debts, True, you
will gay that we mmight fund the debtin au
untaxed five per cent. loan, and thus largely
reduoe the apunal burden of the aforesaid
debt; bat the demagogne clamor against ex-
empting the bondholders from taxation is so
wifuprs&d and so specions—sincs there are
myriads too ignorant to realize that such
exemption must ever be neutralized by the
lower rate of interest at which an untaxed
loan can be placed as compared with one sub-
jeot to taxation—that it is better to adopt the
plan ssnotioned by the Committee,

We do not believe that a nominally six per
cént. but really five per cent. bond can be na-
gotinted so rapidly and extensively as will be
requlsite to fand our existing debl as it malores,
if the right to pay it ofl alter ten years is re-
tainad. Oun this point, however, further
light will be gained as the disoussion proceeds.
Weo prefer to say twenty, or even thirty years,
rather than ron any rick of faflurs, We like
the Compittes's suggestion that the gresubacks
be made Tundable at the holders’ pleasurs in
the new consols, and that the consols, within
proper limite, be convertible into gresnbacks
again. This would inoresss the value of each,
and wonld substitute & commercial for the
present objestionable political regulation of
the volome of our paper ourrency. When-
ever money superabouuded, the surplus would
be converted 1ulo interest.bearing consols;
when m?m- was “tght" consols would be
gent to the Trensury for conversio -
backs,. Here would be g (.{::J;::‘[’lfu“:ﬂ'
balancs that would place our ““l'l'nu.uy. undar
a more beneficent regulation than vhgt of any
Sacretary ef the Treasury, thongh e wers a
Hamilton, a Gallatin, or a Chase,

As to the Commitiee's programma of he
remisgion and reduction of taxes, we only say,
Don't gell the voou-skin till you have caught
the goon, Bbow us & surplus to be disposed
of, aud we ghall gladly assent to your remis-
glon. But the fiest diuty is to reduce largely
the public expenditnres by retrenchments that
cul deap and
Governor Beward's real estate operations;
thirdly, stop the mill-raoe lenks throngh whioh
the large swounts which shonld be yealized
from whisky, tobacco, and kindred sources of
reveung are now lost to the Tressury; and
then we may consider how the surplas may be
most bepeficently appropriated, whather by
lﬁ-duu‘hﬂ llv‘.ll, o thxes, OF Lol As J’Bll we
bave ue surplus to dispose of,

The freedom of debate in the French Cham
bers st the present time is fac greater than at
any previous pariod of Napoleon's reign.  All
great matters of polioy, foreign and domastio,
all questions of State and leglslation, are opan
to the digougslon of thie representatived of the
French people—with one exeeption. That ex-
ceplion is the throne jteelf and its authority,

which eaunot be called in question, or put in
peril, by anybody In the ewpire. Bat within
the last year we hnve hind really groat debates
on poluts of internal policy and publle frea-
dom, on the German dispute, the Mexioan ex-
pedition, the Papal difienlty, and so forth.
The system of “interpetlation’ gives the Gov-
ernment the power of limiting the sabjeot of
debate, and fixing the ime for it, whils the
presuding officer  possesses authority to bring
members up short whenever they attempt to
transgress the bounds which the Emperor has
set to their liberties, Yot withal, groat latis
tude s accorded at present to the Corps Ligis-
latif; and thongh neither the American Con-
gress nor the British Parliament would saifsr
the restraints to whioh it ia still liable, its
libertles are wide enough to enable all partics
to express themselves boldly and plainly.

The great debate of the present sesgion is
that which wans opened on the 24 instant, by
M. Jules Favrs for the opposition, and wais
continned on subsequent days by Mesars,
Monstier and Routier for the Government, and
by M. Thiers for philosophical and narrow-
minded Doorbonism, The question was that
which agitates all the governmeants and peoples
of Europe at this time, and in which I'rance
Lias a special and immediate interest—INoms.
The iwmensity of the thema called out the
best powers of the disputants, and the ewmi-
pence of the oratorg gave lustre to the debate.
The Lrilliantand epigrammatio Julea Favre, the
experienced, learned, and philosophioal Thiers,
aud the skilful, bold, and very able Ronher—
who had a special advantage in that his words
were authority and his sentences policy—pre-
pared themsealves for a conteat which they knew
wonld attract the attention of Earope, and
which bore an important relption to ourrent
and foture Eunropean history. Tha
mail brought us the three pro-Papal
speeches of Rouher, Monstier, and Thisrs,
The  previously-delivered  Opposition  or
anti-Papal speech by Jules Favra had as-
sgiled the Emperor's policy with the greatest
vigor and audacity, and demauded the svacaa-
tion of Rome, the “expropriation’ of the Pops,
and the unification of Italy—had denied the
right of Frauee to interfere as gha has done,
and had declarad it ont of her powsr to continue
in her present conrss in regard to the Papacy.
All these points, a3 will be seen, are fuarlessly
met by his opponents, and in regard to nons
of them iz there any desire to ghirk the son-
test. M, Thiers, however, takes a way of de-
fending the Pops and assailing Italy as illogical
as it is retrogressive. He scounts with contempt
the favorite Napoleonic principle of “accepting
accomplished facts,"* and can see no safety but
in a return to the old Enrope and the old ideas
of which he was a representative a quarter of a
century ago. e evidenily believes in nothing
that has taken place sines Lonis Philippe was
King and Thiers was Lis Minister. Everything
has goue wrong ever giuce then. France ought
to bave prevented the downfall of the Italian
princes, the changes in Germany, the losses of
Ausiria, the successes of Victor Emanusl, the
gehemens of Bismark; and, carrying out the
snwe pringiple, France ought now to pravent
the attempts of Italy to seize the territories of
the Pope. 'We peruse M. Thiers' speech with
the greatest interast, and agmire it a1 a pro-
duction of un able stateeman; but it is not
worth while to disenss its positions st this
date of the world's history.

M. Houher it s who is the anthoritative and
contemiporary defender of Napoleon's Italian
policy. This able debater assumes no hall-
way ground, accepls no traditionary argun-
wents, fears no modern ideas; but planting
himeelf on the lmperial platform, with the
past behind him and the present and future
before him, he vind'oates the action of Francs,
and proclaims the purposes of his august mas-
ter. He informs Italy and Julss Favra, the
Catholic world and the Holy FPather, that the
Emperor will not permit the Italian Govern-
ment to interfere with the Pope, and will
gecure him in the possession of Home as long
as Lis right is called in question. He is utterly
uncompromising in regard to the temporal
power, and, while he 18 guardsd in his lan-
gusge about Italy, he assails the revola-
tionary ‘‘demagogues’ with a hest which
rises gomewhat beyond the dignity of oratori-
val passion.

It was this speech of M. Rouher which, as
we are informed by cable, wmade the
assemblage of the Conference on Roms impos-
gible. It showed that the French Government
had come to a fixed degision on the very ques-
tion which the Confersnce was to discuss, It
left no ground for any settlement that conld
be considered & gettlement, and procinimed a
pelicy to which it oould not be expected that
either Italy, Eugland, Frussia, or Russis would
asgent.

The interest of the debate ends with M.
Roulier's gpeech; for though the subject was
open to further disonssion, and was probably
resumed by membera from the Liberal side.
the whols ground has been gone over, and the
practical conelusion reached. The *“*Roman
question,”” however, remaing, That cannot
be settled while the tiara aud crown remain on
the same head.

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The National Finanoes—~A Senatorial Do«
Iuston.

Mr. Sherman, of the Benate Finance Com-
mittee, has reported a bill that, if it becomus
& law, will determing some fmportant points
fn onr national finances, It provides for the
funding of the debt, the conversion of the
legal-tender currency, and the settlement of
the question of the taxation of public seonri-
tiea. It is proposed Lo fund the débt in Londs
bearing eix per cent. interest, payable in forty
years, and redeemable at the pleasare of the
Government after ten years, These bonds are
to be exempt from all taxation, State and

national; wet, in counsideration of this ex-
emwption, a certain proportion of the iuterest 1s
reserved for distribution among the geveral
States. By this course the bill proposes to
hold on to the priuciple of the exemption of
Government securities from taxation, yet at
the smoe timwe recoguize that property should
contribute to support the Govermwent that
gives iy salety.

These bonds are made oconvertible with
legal-tender ourrenoy, “‘unless the amouut of
United Srates notes outstanding shall be aqual
to four hundred millions of dollara.'  With
this bill the committee bhas sent in a lengthy
report, the prinvipal point in which s its
argument that the fivetwenty bonds shonld
be paid in gold, becanss, as the law does not
declare the contrary it must be determinad
by the precedent esiablished by the practice
ol the Govermment hitherto, which has besn
to pay in eoin., The bill makes no mention of
the pational banks, but the report touches
them lightly in these words:—*Varlous pro-
positions yelating to the national banking sys-
tem are uuder consideration by your com.
mittee, and will bie carelelly examined. What-
ever view may be taken by Congress as to the
comtinued existence of this system, it is mani-
fest, from the roport of the Comptroller of the
Currency, that & more equitable distribution
of the bonds among the States, and new pro-
visions for reports avd for the redemption of
their notes, unst be made.

The members of the Financa Committes
seem to balieve that this bill refleots a “som-
preliengive polioy that will preserve the pablio
fuith, restore confldence to the people, and
stability to onr business lfoterssts,” and aven
“rapidly restore our currency to tha standard
of gold.”  And of all this it would be diticult
to convince any one outside the Senate Finanee
Committee. It ia clear that the remedy for
the financial diffieulties of the country is not
to come from that source; and the reason s
that these troubles have not their origin in
any mere departure from finanpvial laws, but
are due to the politioal copdition of the coun-
try. Political aud findoelal troubles go togethar
iu the United States more than anywhere else,
and the relationship between Lhe two is so ob-
vions at the present hour that it is clear
to all that the mismauvagement of our
fipances, bnd as it has been, is less to be
blawed for the present dapgerous condi-
tion of the country than is the madness of
the dominant poklitical party. Were the
conutry restored to pesce, the Bouthern
States represented in Coogress, Iabor and
capital bearing their proper relations to each
other in the Boulh—were the revolution
ended, the conntry conld readily and easily
bear its burdens, and might treat as trifles
even the follies of Mr, McCulloch. Bat so lon
as the politicians, in the intereat of wild parti-
gan schemes and President-making purposes,
keep the country distracted, aond orgaunize
aparchy in politics, so long will it be nonsense
to expect that floancial commillses can restore
confldence by bills, howsver deftly drawn.
Our troubles are the necessary consegusnce
of thut policy that keeps half the Unionin a
state of suspended vitality, in order to forcs
ita theories of megro supremacy through the
very distress of the people. Radioalism hopes
yet to force from the nation & desperate ao-
ceptanes of its policy as the only escape from
ruin, but, apparently, does not see that its
victory, if éver gecured, will be of little valaw
in the uoiversal disastera that would come
with it.  Absolute repudiation of radicallam iy
the only remedy for our financial, as for our
political troubles, and that remedy must come
from the people,
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The Republican Plan of Campalgn.

The Republican party has made its flest
move in the Preésidevtinl campuign. The lats
elections, routing them in so large o parl of
the North, made it necessary for them, on the
igsue joived in those eleotions, viz,—whather
the control of the suffrage should be usarped
by Congress, takeu from the whites of the
South by wholesals, and by wholesale con-
ferred npon the negro race—alther to récon-
sider and retreat from their position oo that
iesue, or to stand upon it, intrench them-
the risk of losing some
Northern States for the sake of Inwuring the
vole of the negro States en masse.

Retreat was certainly dapgerous. If they
bad volontarily abandoned their infamous
pegro Stute soheme, as the Northern peopls
have admonished them to do, they would hava
been sxpoged to a cfalllng flapk fire, Their
admiuistration would have been, on the most
momentous of all its concerns—Reunion—a
conspicuous, confessed fallure.

Kather than retreat, they have chossn to
fight it oul on the ling in which they for the
firat time enconntered dirastrous defeat. Pro-
clamation to all the faithfal of this determina-
tion of the Republican party leaders has just
been made in Congress by the following reso-
Jution which the Republi an mewmbers npani-
mounsly refused to lay upon the table, and
nuenimonsly passed, on Monday, by & striot
party vote of 111 to 33—
